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An Act relating to the improvement of- streets and the 
construction of sewers in the cities of this state. 

1. Be it enacted hy the Senate and General Assembly of the 
State of Neio Jet^sey^ That it shall be lawful for the com- 
mon council, or other legislative or governing body, of 
any city in this state, whenever in its judgment sucn ac- 
tion shall seem judicious, to raise in its annual tax 
ordinance a capital fund to be used exclusively in the 
improvement of its streets and the construction of neces- 
sary sewers therein, which said fund so raised in the 
several cities of the state shall not exceed in any one 
year the following amounts, viz : in cities having a popu- 
lation of one hundred thousand inhabitants and over, a 
sum not exceeding seventy-five thousand dollars ; in cities, 
having a population of fifty thousand and not more than 
one hundred thousand, a sum not exceeding twenty-five 
thousand dollars ; in cities having a population of twenty- 
five thousand and not more than fifty thousand, a sum not 
exceeding ten thousand dollars ; and in cities having a 
population less than twenty-five thousand, a sum not ex- 
ceeding five thousand dollars. 

2. And be it enacted, That so much of such capital 
fund raised as aforesaid as the common council, or other 
legislative or governing body of any such city shall deter- 
mine to use for that purpose, may be applied each year to 
the paving or repaving of the streets of any such city, and 
such paving or repaving may be done without the consent 
or request of the owners of property fronting on said 
projected improvement.

thirty million dollars was aj)portioned among the sev- 
eral states according to their population, the state of 

New Jersey receiving the sum of seven hundred and , 

sixty-four thousand six hundred and seventy dollars ^ 

and forty-four cents ; and whereas, by an act of the leg- 
islature of New Jersey passed March tenth, one thou-
